George E. Corbett, ise". 
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Memorial in Shape of Celtic 
Cross to Be Erected. 


Special Cablegram to The Star. 

DUBLIN, June 2—A meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee on the Moore memorial 
fund was held this week in the Mansion 
House, Mr. W. R. J. Molloy, J. P., presid- 
ing. Some time ago.the committee was in 
a position to report that the poet's grave 
had been restored from its dilapidated con- 
dition and surrounded by a handsome fron 
railing. The committee says that the fund 
already raised is mõre. than ample to carry 
out their second object, viz., the erection 
of a suitable memorial In the shape of a 
large Celtic cross in the ‘churchyard at 
Bromham, Wiltshire, where, as is generally 
known, the remains of Thomas Moore now 
rest. A meeting of the executive commit- 
tee was convened for the purpose of select- 
ing a design for the memorial cross. 

The secretaries were instructed to com- 
municate-with the Rev. A. Hartigan of 

romham, as to the exact position at the 
heers diuch the memorial will be 
placed. The chairman announced that the 
work would be proceeded with at once, and 
the cross erected during the approaching 
summer. They would then be with the 
balance of the fund at their disposal, and 
the engouraging assurances of further sup- 
port which they had received to carry out 
thelr final object—the removal of the exist- 
ing statue at Dublin, and the erection in 
its place of some commemorative group or 
figure, as might hereafter be decided, that 
would do fitting honor to the poet of the 
Irish melodiesm and beautify rather than 
disfigure a splendid site. The secretary, In 
reply to Mr. Justice Meredith, sald that 
they. had not yet invited designs for 
the Dublin memorial, but had received some 
unfinished sketches from Mr, Connors, the 
well-known Amerf€an sculptor, but pend- 
ing the ceremony at Bromham it was not 
considered advisable to enter upon the 
larger scheme of the committee. 

Irish Dramatic Revival. 

The Ulster Hall, Belfast, has been dur- 
Ing the past few days the scene of one of 
the grandest artistle spectacles that has 
yet been the outcome of the Irish dramatic 
revival. Mr. Fred Morrow of the Ulster 
Literary Theater was the director engaged 
a committee of ladies interested in the 
burn Catholic Church bazaar. The 
Scheme of the entertainment was quite un- 
lke the usual tableaux, and more in the 
style of the panoramas which are to be 
seen at such shows as Buffalo Bill and 
Savage South Africa. ‘The immense stage 
of the Ulster Hall was fitted with a per- 
manent landscape background. Shadowy 
rocks and trees filled the nearer distance, 
and on this stage scene after scene of 
Irish history was enacted. There was no 
proscenium or curtain, but light and dark- 
ness alternated, and troops of hunters, war- 
riors and heroes passed across the stage, 
enacting in well-drilled pantomime the most 
stirring events of history. Camp fires were 
lit, and tired warriors came and lay 
around to rest. Eva came to her mar- 
riage with Strongbow. Sarsfield and Wf- 
liam met before the treaty stone. The 
pikes of '98 were forged, and finally coun- 
try carpenters came and set up the deco- 
ration for a Gaelle Fels. Cyclists, com- 
petitors, organizers flocked in; priest led 
in his school choir, the police shouldered 
thelr way thrdagh the crowd and finally 
the dancing competitors were set in full 
swing. The music accompanying the spec- 
tacle had been arranged by Mr. Herbert 
Hughes, editor of the well-known songs of 
Madh. 

The Irish Drapers Assistants’ Benefit and 
Protective Association organized a tem- 
perance rally which was largely attended. 
The principal address was by Rev. Father 
Aloysius. He sald he never uttered words 
of abuse of the members of the licensed 
trade, and he did not think much was to 
be obtained in any cause by indulging in 
abuse. What he wished to do was to ap- 
peal to those present to take steps to safe- 
guard their own interests In the spending 
of thelr money. He did not believe thelr 
country was going to die. It was near 
death, but he belleved it would recover, 
and that they had already reached a turn- 
ing point. They could help to hasten the 
time, and if they did so the time would 
come quickly. 


Evils of Intemperance. 
Legislation would come, and come soon, 
to remedy the evils of Intemperance, but in 
the meantime by unity and self-reliance, 
they might be able to remedy those evils 
for themselves. He would egain remind 
them of the object for which these meet- 


ings were organized. They were, as he 
had sald, anxióus to bring before the 
minds of the workers the enormous ad- 


vantage for them and their homes of this 
temperance movement. Five million do!- 
lars a year was spent in Dublin on in- 


toxicating drinks, or $15,000 a day. Of 
that sum $10,000 was, he might say, spent 


by the working classes. They were anx- 
icus for the co-operation of all the or- 
ganized bodies of Dublin for the great 
demonstration to be held in the city In 
October, and he tru at from all the 
bodies they would have a strong and gen- 
ulne temperance representation at the 
great display. 

Mr. William O'Brien addressed the Cork 
advisory at its last meeting. 
He said t y had to battle thelr way 
through many discouragements without any 


national funds ck. But the fact 
re ined that the Cork advisory committee 
was the only body in the country that had 
cised any 1 or salutary influence 
upon the working of the purchase act, and 
he thought the country was now beginning 
realize all that might have been ef- 
d if they had in ev country in Ire- 
nd established a body such as that of 
men of reasonableness of fairness, of in- 
disputable representative weight, and if 
they had the whole organized strength of 
the league at thelr back, and if they also 
had at their back the enormous funds 
which had been lavished for the last few 
years on purpose, he was afraid, less bene- 
ficlal to the farmers and laborers of Ire- 
land. He looked with a good deal of in- 
terest for the speech made recently by Mr. 
Redmond at Kilteely, and he confessed he 
read it with considerable disappointment. 
He had hoped that a map of Mr. Red- 
mond's grea? position as leader of the Irish 
party would have recognized frankly the 
grave position in which that party found 
Itself, owing not to any action of his (Mr. 
O’Brien), but to its own inaction, not to use 
any stronger expression, and would have 
placed before the country some broad and 
statesmaniike proposal to bring Irishmen 
together and find some remedy for a state 
of things which, as every man in the 
country knew, had reduced the movement 
here at home and in parilament to an un- 
real shadow. There was nothing but the 
same vague, old, meaningless parrot cry 
about unity, without any reference to what 
they were to be united about, and without 
any reference to the fact that he had had 
2 completely united country and a com- 
pletely united party in the hollow of his 
hand for the past three years, with no other 
result but the state of collapse in which 
the Irish cause was sunk that day.

“The special pressure in demanding that 
the houses of Congress shall agree that 
their decision would be equally conclusive 
in favor of locating a lock canal, with a 
dam at Gatun, if the disagreement shoul i 
arise in consequence of a veto by the Presi- 
dent of an act of Congress selecting a sea- 
level canal and if the two houses should 
not be able to sustain their cholee by a vote 
of two-thirds of each house. 

“The Judge who renders the decree before 
Congress has heard the case cannot be 
overruled by a majority in both Houses. It 
requires an apparently impossible majority 
of two-thirds to reverse the ruling of the 
President. 

“This urgent demand of the President 
cannot be rationally interpreted in any 
other sense than that It fs Intended to 
force Congress to a choice of plans that 
will conform to his predetermination 
Nevertheless, it is still the privilege of Con- 
gress at present to consider the merits of 
the question ostensibly presented to them 
for decision in the message of the President 
Of the 19th day of February, 1006, at least 
for their own Justification. 


HELD FOR GRAND JURY. 


Susie Jennifer Regarded as Responsi- 
ble for Her Child’s Death. 

Susie Jennifer, colored, was taken down 
from the Washington Asylum Hospital to 
the morgue this morning to be present at 
an inquest that was held over the remains 
of her infant, The child, a boy, was born 
about two weeks ago at the home of the 
young woman, 2:0 E street southwest, and 
when Dr, Philip Brooks was summoned it 
was not to be found in the house. Ascer- 
taining there had been a child born the 
physician searched the premises and found 
the dying child in the shed, where it had 
been hidden in a pile of rags. It was stated 
to the jury that the child was in the shed 
nearly three days before the physician was 
summoned, and two days later thg child 
died. 

Attorney W. Calvin Chase represented the 
mother, and he brought out in thé testi- 
mony that his client's mind was weak. ‘The 
question of her mental condition, however, 
the coroner stated, could not be considered 
by the Jury. The defendant, who was stil! 
weak, sat in the room where the inquest 
was held, but she seemed to take no inter- 
est In the proceedings. She heard the wit- 
nesses state that she had complained of be- 
ing sick after the child was born and of her 
refusal to send for a physician. After the 
child was found in the shed, the witnesses 
stated, Susie admitted she was its mother. 
Deputy Coroner Glazebrook told the jury 
that the death of the child was due to lack 
of attention. *

OLD HEIDELBERG OASTLE. 


Baden Officials Plan for Restoration 
of Limited Character. 

KARLSRUHE, Germany, June 2—The 
government of Baden today sent a message 
to the dlet regarding the restoration of 
Heldelberg castle, partially destroyed by 
Marshal Turenne when he laid waste the 
Palantinate. The message affirmed that the 
restoration would be limited to the rebuild- 
ing necessary to preserve the sculptures and 
other remains of Renalsance art, and that 
the first appropriation would be asked for 
in the next budget. 
Energetic protests have been made of re- 


cent years against the projects for the res- 
toration of Heidelberg castle by artists, au- 
thors, professors and antiquarians, on the 
ground that It would be desecration of the 
historical and poetic associations of the 
most ancient of the German castles, which 
was begun in the thirteenth century. The 
Baden government, however, has outlined a 
plan designed td interfere as little as pos- 
sible with the character of the ruins.

steel for San Francisco, The shipment of 
pig iron to San Francisco from British 
ports is a matter of regular practice year 
by year, for England can deliver pig iron 
by water in California at a lowep freight 
cost than smelters in the eastern or 
Southern states can deliver by rall. Cah- 
fornian orders for British pig fron will not 
be the creation of the San Francisco dis- 
aster, but it is noteworthy that cable" mes- 
sages have already been receiv_ pressing 
for prompt shipment of parcels bought for 
that market long before the earthquake. 


Need of Structural Steel. 

It is believed that San Francisco will 
want more pig jron than usual this year, 
but that which sse will chiefly want, and In 
the speediest possible manner, is structur- 
al steel. Now, one question is, Can the 
American steel manufacturers meet all the 
prospective demands, which will be urgent, 
from San Francisco in addition to the busi- 
ness. they have. already undertaken? And 
another. question is, Can they deliver struc- 
tural steel as cheaply in San Francisco as 
England can? 

There can be little doubt among those 
who haye studied the question that the use, 
and consequently the manufacture, of ba- 
sie steel will have to be greatly increased in 
this country. All the deposits of hematite 
iron ore within available reach of a sulta- 
ble seaboard are already being mined for 
all they are worth. Some new seams have 
recently been discovered in Cumberland, 
but the addition they can make to our sup- 
ply is comparatively, insignificant. If we 
cannot get more hematite ore we must 
find other material from which to make 
steel, because undoubtedly the demand for 
steel has increased and is increasing. That 
material we can find in our ordinary iron, 
if we are willing to use basic instead of 
Bessemer steel. 


Large Amount of Material. 

The large amounnt of material that will 
be required for the rebullding of San Fran- 
cisco will probably give a great Impetus to 
the use of basic steel all over the world. 
However that may be, the destruction of 
the great California city promises to be 
the making of a record year in the steel 
industry of the world. 

According to statistics which have been 
prepared here relating to persons employed 
in mines and quarries, close upon 5,000,000 
were so engaged at home and abroad in 
ltt. Of this total, roughly speaking, one- 
fifth were employed in the united king- 
dom and one-third in the British empire. It 
should be noted, however, that no statis 
ties are published by several countries; 
for example, Brazil, China, Persia and 
Turkey, in which mining is carried on, for 
the ore mines and quarries of the United 
States, and the figure in this table probably 
falls considerably short .ef the real total, 
More than half the total number are em- 
ployed in getting coal alone, Great Britain 
employing more than 883,000; the United 
States 504,000; Germany 543,000; France 
171,000; Belgium 138,000; Austria 119,000, 
and India nearly 93,000.

TALES OF HORROR. 


A Few Stories of the Uneasy Skulls 
of Murdered Men and Women. 
From Notes and Queries. 

There is a skull, said to be that of & 
negro murdered by his master, a Roman 
Catholic priest, at Bettiscombe House, near 
Bridport, in Dorsetshire. Several attempts, 
it is sald, have been made to bury or other- 
wise dispose of this skull, with the inva- 
riable results of dreadful screams proceed- 
ing from the graye, unaccountable disturb- 
ances about the house, and other equally 
unpleasant occurrences. An account of the 
house and skull, on the authority of Dr. 
Richard Garnett, will be found in Ingram's 
“Haunted Homes and Family Legends,” 
second series, page 19. In the same vol- 
ume, at page 68, is a notice of another 
haunted house, Burton Agnes Hall, near 
Bridlington. Here the skull is that of a 
lady of the Boynton family, who was at- 
tacked and murdered by two ruffianly men- 


dicants in the sixteenth century. Before 
she expired she implored her sisters to pre- 
serve her skull In the family mansion, 
which was then being built. This was not 
done at first, but finally the sisters were 
compelled to comply with this strange re- 
quest by the noises, resembling claps of 
thunder, which resounded through the 
‘hhouge every night until the skull was taken 
from the grave. Several attempts have 
been made to bury it, with the same results 


.] as at Bettiscombe. At page 257 is a rather 


unsatisfactory account of a skull, said to 
be that of a murdered heiress, kept at Tun- 
stead Farmhouse, near Chapel-en-le-Frith, 
Derbyshire. 

“The Skull House” {s the title of one of 
Roby’s “Traditions of Lancashire.”

and prevented intimate contact with the 
oxygen. Thus, at the end of a few seconds, 
combustion ceased, and it was necessary 


for the heating flame to be again put in 
operation, and then the oxygen jet. This 
was not practical, and In the end the work- | 
man only obtained an irregular cutting, the 
edges of which were coated with oxide. 

‘The new and successful method is to use 
two pipes, moving along tt 
cut. The first is an oxhydric 
heats the metal red-hot, and th 
the point of which fs about twen 
timeters from the first—emits a jet of oxy 
gen which literally burns the iron. Under 
these circumstances the operations are 
more quickl? performed and the heat does 
not have time to ‘be dissipated and the met- 
al does not fuse. In addition, the oxide is 
very fluid and is easily expelled. The French 
wfiter says that the section is as clean as 
that made by a saw and the width of the 
cut does not exceed two millimeters for a 
plate fifteen millimeters in thickness or 
three millimeters for a plate 100 millimeters 
in thickness. The rate of speed for the fif- 
teen millimeter plate is twenty centimeters 
a minute, and the consumption for every 
millimeter of cutting is but a few liters of 
hydrogen and about the same amount of 
oxygen. M. Lemaire says that the appara- 
tus, which Is very simple, is not only adapt- 
ed to -cutting plates, but also tubes or 
beams. A peculiar advantage is that the 
section may be made according to any pat- 
tern desired; also, there is no modification 
in the results when the metal varies; it may 
be hard or soft, tempered or not. Up to the 
Present great difficulty has been found in 
getting a process which would cut armor 
plates, but it is claimed that the new proc- 
ess completely solves the problem.

It must be clearly understood that we 
have no direct quarrel with the metric sy 
tem as such, It has its merits and tts dee 
cts, as every system must have. The 


real quarrel of the American and British 


ngineer and manufacturer ts with those 
who would, by means of any legislation, 
direct or implied, deprive him.of the Hb- 
erty of using whichever system he finds 
best adapted to his needs. 

Many men may find a decimal system 
more convenient for computation, using. 
either the metric system or the British 
system dectmally subdivided. Others pre- 


fer the method of continual bisection, thie 
having been found pre-eminently convene 
ient in the workshop and for details of 
construction generali 

Since 1868 the citizens of the United 
States, whether holding government posi- 
tions or engaged in civil Industries, have 
had the privilege of using elther. system 
legally and freely. In no case have the 
friends of the inch attempted to impose 
their views upon the advocates of the 
meter. Live and let live has been their 
rule of conduct—a rule which appears to < 
have chafed severely upon those pho pre- 

fer to count on their fingere rather than 
with their minds. If the advocates of the 
existing standards should endeavor to in- 
fluence legislation to prevent their neigh- 
bors from using their beloved millimeters 
and kilograms, a fearful howl would arise; 

but no such impertinent interference ta to 

be dreamed of. Let the advocates of the 
meter be fair-minded enough to give up 
their scheme of stacking the cards; let 
there be a square deal, and may the best 
system win,
